The School Committee Tuesday night voted to notify 
55 teachers that their contracts will not be renewed 
next year due to "exigencies of Proposition 216 and to 
declining enrollment." 

The law requires a month's notice to tenured 
teachers prior to April 15th on such action. The School 
Committee will vote on the dismissals at their April 
12th meeting. 

In recommending the pink slips for 42 non-tenured 
and 13 tenured professional staff, Superintendent of 
Schools James Bruno Jr; said the third year of Proposi¬ 
tion 216 is going to be "critical." He added that he 
hopes to be able to recall all of these teachers as he's 
been able to do in the past, but cannot be assured of 
doing that until he has more concrete information on 
funding forthcoming from both the town and state. 

Agawam Education Association President Andrew 
Bower commented that his executive board actually 
had hoped more teachers would receive notices. 

"That may sound strange," Bower remarked, but 
the law does not allow dismissal of a teacher without 
such prior notice, and notifying as many teachers as 
may be affected under any circumstances offers pro¬ 
tection to those with seniority in the event of some mix- . ..

Little ironies included, the New England Schoolboy 
Swimming Championships marked another big 
milestone for Agawam High ace swimmer Paul Talbot 
and also struck one for the record books at AHS. 

Topped All Comers 

For Talbot, he topped all comers in the 50 and 100 
yard freestyle events held last Saturday at Brown 
University with final times of 22.13 and 48.67, respec¬ 
tively. He saddled such local favorites as Joe Perroni, 
Don Hunt and New Bedford's Ken Shaughnessy. 

For Agawam High School, the history books reveal 
(to the best of our knowledge and recollections of 
school department officials) that this was the first time 
that any inter-scholastic sports participant had 
brought home such honors. 

"I'm very proud that an Agawam swimmer has gone 
so far in interscholastic competition," said Brownie 
Coach Dave Smith. "He swam well and we went in 
there with the idea that he could win." 

Talbot had competed against the likes of Perroni 
and Hunt before in national swim meets and was no 
stranger to the Brov liversity facility. 

Irony number one occurred even before the meet 
began. Coming off his two silver medal performances 
at the state championships in Lowell the week before, 
Talbot was intentionally seeded lower by Smith in 
order to take some of the pressure off. 

When Talbot and Smith arrived at the pool Saturday 
morning for the preliminary heats, th,ey discovered that 
Talbot's name had been accidentally omitted frm the 
seeding card. 

Swimming in the outside lane, Talbot quickly made 
himself known by winning the 50 yard preliminary in 
22.14. Later he won the 100 preliminary in 48.58 (.09 
faster than his time in the final).

Supt. Bruno noted that replacement of older tex 
tbooks has been continuing over the last few years 
under a carefully designed plan to update all areas of 
the curriculum. Elementary textbooks are being stan¬ 
dardized in schools throughout the system. 

In response to board member Walter Balboni's objec¬ 
tion to cutting "essential instructional materials/' 
Assistant Superintendent Paul Tatro said no one had 
been asked to eliminate "complete categories," but in 
stead had been requested to divide their total over the 
next two years. 

* * * * * 

Other accounts affected by cuts were those for 
guidance, which lost $4,176 requested for additional 
clerical help, and psychological services, which drop¬ 
ped $370 from general supplies. 

A slight increase of $500 in the salary of school 
physician Dr. Raymond Casella was approved after 
several members along with Supt. Bruno acknowledged 
his "outstanding service" to students and athletes in 
the system. They noted several years have passed 
since an increase has been granted in this account. 

Transportation funding encompassed the largest 
single appropriation tentatively approved Tuesday 
night. Business Manager James Coon indicated that he 
has estimated a total of $513,900 would be needed for 
buses and monitors next year; however, he also noted 
that due to inconsistent gasoline prices and so on, the 
actual figures expended have run over for each of the 
last eleven years. 

***** 

In personnel matters, four cafeteria workers who 
have been substituting within the system for several 
years were hired on a permanent basis. These in¬ 
dividuals are Jeanne Healey, Elaine Bourbonnais, Don¬ 
na Hopping, and Carol Mesick. 

Appointed for spring sports were Brian Rheault as 
coach of junior varsity baseball and Patrice Ross as 
assistant coach of girls' track.

betterments, I'm told future sewer projects will be in 
jeopardy. Let's talk about a jeopardizing a sewer pro¬ 
ject - let's talk about the industrial park and free sewers 
to the WestMass Development Corporation. We're giv¬ 
ing out sewers with no assessment to people who have 
never paid any taxes to this town and never will. It s 
this council's responsibility to vote for its people." 

Precinct Five Councilor Andrew C. Gallano 
countered, "The WestMass industrial park will be qood 
for all the people," adding, "This town already has in 
excess of $900,000 committed to the Phase II project 
and I'm not about to compromise to see this amount in¬ 
creased." 

Less Severe 

Gallano also noted the $1,000 "is less severe than it 
seems when we consider the homeowner can pay it 
over a period of 20 years. 

While the two-year question of sewer betterments 
seems to have been resolved, two other questions lay 
in its wake and were discussed by several councilors. 

The first, a technical question of whether the town 
has ever had a special betterment assessment or¬ 
dinance should be resolved at the March 2J meeting. 
Town Council President Donald M. Rheault asked 
Caba "to produce the ordinance, if there is one, for the 
council to see." 

The second, which like the betterment assessements 
has the potential to become lengthy and bitter, con¬ 
cerns the increase of sewer user fees to off-set the 
balance of the town's increased share of sewer pro¬ 
jects. 

Several weeks ago the Department of Public Works 
issued a report which adjusted the sewer user fees with 
the reduction of Phase II betterment assessments. 

The report stated that the 95 cents presently charged 
per 100 cubic feet of sewage would increase to $ 1.30 if 
the betterment assessments were entirely eliminated. 

The report has come under heavy fire from both La- 
cienski and Precinct 3 Councilor Jack Shaughnessy. 

Shaughnessy stated after the meeting, "As budget 
subcommittee chairman of the DPW, I will seek to 
block any increase of this nature. It's the council that 
must decide whether user fees increase, not a town 
department and there's no need for the present figures 
to be adjusted. 

Caba, however, stated, "The user fees will have to 
increase. There's no question about that." 

Councilors Gallano and Dennis Roberts also said 
user fees would have to increase with the lessening of 
the betterments and stated it was incorporated into the 
town's betterment laws. _

Farmland Preservation Plans 

The resolution calls for all town departments and 
commissions to use farmland preservation plans draf- 
ed by Baystate Environmental Consultants as a 
guideline in making decisions. 

While no councilor criticized the intentions or sen¬ 
timents expressed by the proposal. Councilors Jack 
Shaughnessy and Thomas Coppola advised the resolu¬ 
tion be tabled for futher study. 

Shaughnessy also asked Town Manager Edward A. 
Caba to submit the costs to the town of the incentives 
and for further information regarding possible hin¬ 
drance to the Route 57 project. 

Caba said he would prepare statistics showing costs 
of the program and assured councilors, It s out of the 
question to think this preservation plan will hinder 
Route 57." 

Caba also advised the council to act on the plan 
"promptly" and added, "Delay in the adoption could 
hold up state-funded reconstruction plans for Silver 
and Suffield Streets. 

Baystate Environmental Consultants said the plan 
was made as a result of state concern with Agawam s 
diminishing farmland. 

The report notes that Agawam has historically been 
a major agricultural producer; however, farmlands 
have dimished from 7,500 acres in 1950 to 2,500 acres 
today. 

The plan refers to Route 57, the development of 
Bowles Field and the development of the old industrial 
park as "foregone conclusions" and further states; 
"The relocation of Route 57 will provide additional 
growth given the reality of industrial park develop¬ 
ment. Mitigation measures must concentrate on cur¬ 
tailing further development beyond these parks." 

The report also states, "The town must take quick 
and effective action to stave-off further farmland loss." 

The report cites regional farmers as unable to com¬ 
pete with outside producers and suggests Agricultural 

District Zoning, Contract 
Taxation and the 
Transfer of Development 
Rights as means to put 
the farmer in a more pro¬ 
sperous position 

Tax Only A Portion 

While details of 
benefits offered through 
the various state pro¬ 
grams are contingent 
upon the exact condition 
and use of each separate 
parcel, benefits in general 
would allow participating 
farmers to pay taxes on 
only a portion of their 
assessed valuation. 

In some cases as little 
as 5 percent of land value 
would be assessed and 
this would allow farmers 
to sell the land develop¬ 
ment rights to their pro¬ 
perty. 

The state has already 
expended $20 million on 
the purchase of develop¬ 
ment rights for 7,500 
acres statewide and has 
another $20 million 
available for expenditure. 

Once a farmer has 
agreed to sell the develop¬ 
ment rights, however, the 
land may only be used 
agriculturally regardless 
of heir's or future owner's 
wishes.

During a recent meeting of the Judiciary Committee, 
Senator Michael Lo Presti, Jr., chairman, appointed 
representative Thomas M. Finneran (D-Dorchester)'and 
me to co-chair a special joint sub-committee which will 
study juvenile court procedures and the corrections 
system. 

The sub-committee has until June 1st to report its 
recommendations to the Judiciary and Criminal Justice 
Committees. Members of the sub-committee will build 
upon previous legislative studies and hold hearings 
throughout the state with the Department of Youth Ser¬ 
vices, judges, probation officers, court officials, police, 
parents, social workers, school officials, and juveniles. 

The alarming increase in youthful offenders and par¬ 
ticularly the increase in serious and violent crimes 
committed by juveniles, has prompted Governor 
Dukakis to establish juvenile crime as a top priority. 
According to the Governor's office, almost 10% of aN 
offenses recorded in the Commonwealth are commit¬ 
ted by persons under the age of 17. 

As a former prosecuting attorney in Springfield, I 
have filed comprehensive legislation to reform juvenile 
court procedures and its corrections system. I am 
hopeful that the sub-committee's efforts will provide 
viable recommendations to the legislature which will 
strike an appropriate balance between necessary 
punitive measures and effective rehabilitative pro¬ 
grams. 

We are in relatively unchartered waters. High rates 
of juvenile crime are a new phenomena that must be 
addressed by the state, local communities and the 
citizens of the Commonwealth. The challenge is to 
establish an orientation towards juvenile crime that in¬ 
sures maximum opportunities for the offenders to 
rehabilitate themselves while simultaneously having 
enough bite to punish the apparent incorrigible violent 
juvenile offender. 

It is imperative that violent juvenile offenders realize 
that their actions will result in some form of punish¬ 
ment and in extreme cases incarceration. 

The other senate members of the sub-committee will 
be Senator Michael Lo Presti, Jr., and Senator David H. 
Locke. Members from the House will be Representative 
John H. Flood, Representative Michael F. Flaherty, 
Representative Salvatore Ciccarelli and Representative 
Robert L. Howarth.

Last week some of the more favorable aspects of the 
Automobile Insurance Reform bill, House bill 5722 
were discussed. 

As you remember, this bill calls for changing the ex¬ 
isting Re-insurance Facility in favor of a Joint Under¬ 
writer's Association. It is hoped that this proposal will 
reduce the losses that the present facility suffers which 
the insurance companies in turn pass on to consumers 
in the form of higher premiums. Also the proposal calls 
for the Insurance Commissioner to formulate a Safe 
Driver Insurance Plan, the standard by which all drivers 
would be judged. This plan would distinguish the good 
driver from the bad or ''dirty driver”, who will pay 
higher premiums than the safe driver. 

These items and several others certainly address 
some of the problems existing today within the auto in¬ 
surance industry. The focus of these changes seems to 
be that of penalizing the accident prone driver which 
certainly is favorable. In the long run penalizing the 
bad driver will no doubt benefit the rest of us. However, 
speaking from a Western Massachusetts point of view, 
there is little direct immediate relief to the good driver 
in the form of lower premiums or otherwise. 

There are further proposals in House 5722 which I 
believe may not be in the best interests of the people of 
the Third Hampden District. 

According to this compromise bill, competitive 
rating, which is presently law but has been suspended 
by the Insurance Commissioner since 1977, would be 
abolished. It is my contention and that of other area 
representatives that the goal of more manageable auto 
insurance rates will need a long term solution. 
Although competitive rating may not be favorable 
now, we could very well use it further down the road. 
Competitive rating would allow companies to set their 
own rates, and although this is ordinarily seen by many 
people as being bad, this could actually benefit 
Western Massachusetts. 

In an open market insurance companies would have 
to compete against each other to provide insurance 
policies at different and most likely lower costs instead 
of one uniform cost per territory as there exists today. 
Because we in this area are less urbanized and 
therefore in a lower insurance risk territory, com¬ 
petitive rating would likely be to our advantage. Those 
disadvantaged by competitive rating would be the 
eastern urban drivers. Once again I agree that com¬ 
petitive rating should remain suspended until cir¬ 
cumstances favor its return, but why take it off the 
books when we could very well need it in the future? 

Smith feels that Talbot, just a junior, can do much 
better in the future, pointing out that he's still now as 
swift as the best college swimmers in New England. 
But that should'come in time, Smith says, because! 
Talbot's potential is as deep as the ocean. 

How important is Talbot's post-season milestones? 
Smith quickly responded, "It gives exposure to the fact 
we have a swimming team.

What To Do After An Auto Accident 

Perhaps you have never and will never be involved in 
an auto accident involving major or serious property 
damage and/or personal injuries. But it is wise to be 
ready for one if it should happen. With a few clear 
ideas about what to do, you will be better able to pro¬ 
tect your legal rights. 

1. The first thing to do is to get help for anyone in¬ 
jured. It is best not to move an injured person unless 
this is necessary to save his/her life, because you may 
injure him further. Afterward, it may be difficult or im¬ 
possible to prove that you did not enhance his/her in¬ 
juries. If he or she should die or become permanently 
injured, his or her family could sue you. 

2. Avoid further injuries. Drivers involved in an acci¬ 

dent are likely to be confused and nervous and do not 
know how to react or what to do. Traffic may keep 
coming and accidents may multiply. Have somebody 
posted up the road to warn oncoming cars to slow 
down. If it is nightime, try to find and use flashlights or 
flares. ' ' 

3. Call the police and ambulance (if necessary). 

4. Obtain the names of the people involved, in¬ 
cluding witnesses and where they may be reached. In¬ 
clude the police officers who make the report. Shortly 
after the accident, try to get written statements from 
them of what they saw (while it is still fresh in memory). 
Often, the outcome of legal proceedings in auto acci¬ 
dent cases depends on how well prepared your case is. 

5. If possible, write down the exact location of the 
accident for your records - not just street names, but in¬ 
clude distances, weather conditions, etc. Often, you 
will have to do this anyway, and it will be more difficult 
to reconstruct such details later, so this should be done 
as soon as possible. 

6. Call your insurance company or agent as soon os 
possible. Many insurance policies require you to report 
an accident to the insurance company within a 
specified number of days. Failure to do so could result 
in a forfeiture of your coverage. 

7. Keep your mouth closed, except to answer a 
police officer's questions. Even then, provide only the 
necessary information to answer the question. Never 
volunteer information. Do not admit guilt or say 
anything that could be used against you in court. 

8. The one thing worse than having an accident is 
leaving the scene of an accident. Generally, the only 
defense for leaving an accident is that you were not 
aware of it. It is extremely unlikely and remote that one 
could have an accident and fail to see, hear or fee I it 
happen. The consequences for leaving the scene of an 
accident could be (and often are) more severe than 
those where one remains at the scene. You may even 
be free from fault! 

9. Consult your attorney as soon as possible. Your 
attorney will inform you of how best to protect and pur¬ 
sue your legal rights. Where justified, your attorney 
may help you recover your property damage and per¬ 
sonal injury costs, losses and expenses.

50 YEARS IN EDUCATION! 

As she gingerly crosses the living room of her tidy, 
comfortable home with the aid of a cane, one can't 
help but admire this nonagenarian woman whose in¬ 
dependence, keen intelligence, and quick wit bely her 
true age. Ninety-four years young this April, Madrine 
Allen has willingly dedicated fifty of those years to the 
teaching profession. 

Born in 1889 in West Lebanon, New Hampshire, 
Madrine and her two brothers grew up in a rural New 
England community where teaching and nursing were 
considered the only professions suitable for girls, while 
boys were expected either to farm or to work on the 
railroad. 

A 1910 graduate of Plymouth Normal School, she 
traveled to Agawam in 1917 and was immediately 
hired as a substitute teacher at Granger School. The 
following year, however, Madrine was asked to assume 
the duties’of principal, which she was later forced to 
relinquish after her marriage to Homer Allen in 1921. 

According to Madrine, at that time, women were ex¬ 
pected to leave the school system if they married lest 
they occupy a position meant for a married man. Con¬ 
sequently, the Allens moved to Lawrence, 
'Massachusetts, where Madrine was allowed to 
substitute teach for eleven years in the Methuen School 
System. 

Earns $5/Week As Granger Principal 

After returning to Agawam in 1932, Madrine was 
asked to resume her duties as principal, regardless of 
her marital status. She now reminisces about her first 
salary as principal being a scant $5 a week. She also 
recalls that most of the children would walk to school 
every day and congregate by the watering trough at 
Feeding Hills crossroads, except during the winter 
months when farmers would take turns giving them 
sleigh rides to school. 

Present when the cornerstone was laid for the ex¬ 
isting Granger School building, Madrine retired as its 
principal in 1959. However, she does try to keep up 
with today's educational trends and feels the basics 
should continue to be stressed. 

"I think it's just as important today as it was seventy 
years ago to teach the 3 R's: reading writing, and 
'rithmetic," Madrine comments, citing that computers 
are known to make mistakes. 

In addition, she notes that the schoolroom was 
always a happy place to be back then and feels sorry 
for today's teachers who sometimes worry about being 
attacked while in their classrooms. 

Resides In Former Country Store 

Having resided at 12 North Westfield Street for over 
fifty years, Madrine recounts that her home was 
originally an old-fashioned country store with the se¬ 
cond and third floors comprising the living quarters

and the present garage formerly a storage shed for feed 
and grain. 

She says that Agawam was basically a pastoral 
community when she settled here so many years ago 
and since then she has watched it become very 
"citified." 

"This town has grown so quickly. Previously, it 
resembled a large family with everyone knowing each 
other. I miss that aspect of it," she remarks. 

A long-time member of the Feeding Hills Congrega¬ 
tional Church, Madrine is also a former member of the 
Community Grange and the Feeding Hills Women's 
Club. She maintains lifetime memberships in several 
other organizations. 

Due to a serious fall a year ago, Madrine has had to 
limit her activities, but still manages a monthly shopp¬ 
ing outing with her out-of-town nieces along with 
regular attendance at church. 

Madrine fondly remembers the retirement party the 
Granger School P.T.A. gave her upon her departure 
from that school. She also recalls the 90th birthday 
celebration which was arranged for her by the ladies of 
the Congregational Church and her niece. 

"I have made so many nice friends here and have 
truly enjoyed living in town all these years," she 
declares. 

Madrine reflects that time seems to be going by very 
quickly for her now, but says she lives one day at a 
time, taking things as they come. 

We offer Madrine Allen our best wishes on her up¬ 
coming 94th birthday and acknowledge her many 
years of dedicated service within the educational 
system of our community.

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Eye Exams - A Must 
For "Bright" Future 


There are many ways consumers can tell when it is 
time to have their eyes examined but,annual eye exams 
will insure "a bright future for you." 

In a Save Your Vision Week (March 6-12) message, 
Robert Vanderhoof of Agawam Opticians said that 
self-detection is an important element in preventive 
eye care. 

Common symptoms of vision problems include blur¬ 
red or distorted vision, headaches, pain of any kind in 
the eye, squinting, eye irritation, seeing spots or 
floaters, fatigue when concentrating on a seeing task 
and nausea after doing close work. 

Symptoms that may appear when driving include dif¬ 
ficulty reading road signs, parking, staying in the driv¬ 
ing lane, judging distances, spotting activity off to the 
side and driving at night. 

Some other symptoms are playing a favorite sport 
poorly despite practice, sitting closer and closer to the 
television or movie screen, poor performance on video 
games, tiring more quickly when reading or doing close 
work, difficulty threading a needle and holding reading 
material further and further away to see it. 

When one or more of these symptoms appears con¬ 
sistently, it is time to make an appointment with an op¬ 
tometrist for a thorough examination. 

Self-detection is helpful, Vanderhoof said, but it is 
.no substitute for regular eye examinations. During 
them, the optometrist can detect vision problems, in¬ 
cluding potentially blinding diseases like glaucoma, 
that have no noticeable symptoms in their early stages.

Spring Cleaning Time 

In many parts of the country, people are looking 
ahead to the decline of winter with glee and anticipa¬ 
tion. You lucky readers might want to act immediately 
on the advice in this column. In other parts of the coun¬ 
try people are still looking out at twelve feet of snow. 
You poor souls might want to hold off a little longer 
before you perform the annual ritual this column sug¬ 
gests: spring cleaning. 

Spring cleaning is more than a cosmetic response to 
the accumulated debris of four months of winter living. 

It can be a very fire-wise investment in your family's 
safety because that accumulated debris doesn't just 
look bad, most of it burns. 

Now's the time to get rid of miscellaneous paper pro¬ 
ducts. Throw out those old Christmas boxes you don't 
know what to do with, lest they invite spontaneous 
combustion. If you save newspapers, haul them off to 
the recycling plant...or call the Boy Scouts who may be 
happy to come take your papers away so they can haul 
them off to the recycling plant. 

Inspect closets and storage rooms for unneeded 
paper and cardboard. Find and dispose of flammable 
rags. The cloths you've used to shine your shoes and to 
clean up after fueling the snowblower will probably 
burn like Liberty's torch by now - so get rid of them! 

Winter appliances, from snowblowers to space 
heaters, will be going out of use in a few weeks. Don't 
just put them away for next year. Electrical appliances 
should be inspected by a competent repairman, while 
your snowblower should be tuned up, adjusted and 
drained of fuel by the dealer or a skilled repairman. 

Go over all your possessions and look for things you 
don't really need. Overstuffed attics and closets invite 
fire; rooms chock-full of bric-a-brac can impede 
escape. If you're overstocked with little-used items you 
can't bear to throw away, consider renting space at 
one of those you-lock mini-warehouses for a few bucks 
a month. 

If you find little used items you are willing to dispose 
of, why not hold a garage sale on spring's first sunny 
weekend? Not only will you get rid of the dross and 
meet new people, the proceeds will probably cover a 
fire-wise investment like another smoke detector, 
escape ladders for upper-story bedrooms, or fire ex¬ 
tinguishers. 

Speaking of smoke detectors and fire extinguishers, 
take this opportunity to check out the ones you have. 
With cigarette smoke or a candle, make^ sure your 
smoke detectors work properly. If they don't, or if you 
haven't replaced their batteries in over a year, new bat¬ 
teries are in order. If any of your fire extinguishers have 
lost pressure, have them recharged. Check the condi¬ 
tion of all your electrical appliances and extension 
cords; repair and replace as necessary. Use spring 
cleaning as a chance to make your lifestyle more fire- 
wise.

ITEMIZED DEDUCTIONS 

If you itemize your deductions, you will have to com¬ 
plete schedule A. Depending on your filing status, 
determined on page 1, you will want to quickly add up 
the possible deductions. If you checked box 2, or 5, you 
will need more than $3,400. If you checked box 1 or 4, 
you will need more than $2,300. If you checked box 3, 
you will need more than $1,700; but you may be 
obligated to itemize if your spouse, filing a separate 
return, is itemizing. 

Medical and dental expenses are the first section. 

Medicine and drugs are entered on line 1. 1 % of your 
adjusted gross income is entered on line 2. Any excess 
of line 1 over line 2 is entered on lipe 3. Line 4 is for 
your medical and dental insurance premiums. Other 
medical expenses are listed on lines 5 (a), (b), and (c) 
accordinq to their classification. Do not ignore line 5 
(b), transportation. You can deduct 9 cents per mile for 
use of your autd; or taxi and bus fares. Line 6 is where 
you enter the results of lines 3 through 5 (c). On line 7, 
enter 3 % of your adjusted gross income; and on line 8, 
enter the excess of line 6, over line 7. On line 9, enter 
one-half of your medical and dental insurance 
premium, not to exceed $150. Line 10 is your total 
medical expense. It will be the larger of line 8, or line 9. 

Taxes are in the second section. Line 1 1 is for state 
and local income taxes. Enter what was withheld from 
your wages, plus any estimated payments actually 
made during 1982, and any balance due on your 1981 
return, which you paid in 1982. Even though the fourth 
state estimated payment is due in January each year, 
you can see the advantage of paying it by December 
31st, to obtain the deduction on your federal return. 
Real estate taxes paid are entered on line 12. Line 13 
(a) is for the sales tax deduction, which you can deter¬ 
mine from the tables provided. If you can prove a 
higher deduction from the table, then take the higher 
amount. If you bought a motor vehicle, then you can 
take the deduction for the sales tax on line 13 (b), 
which is in addition to the deduction from the table, us¬ 
ed on line 13 (a). Line 14 is for other taxes, the most 
common being personal property taxes, such as the 
auto excise tax. Line 15 is the total of your taxes from 
line 1 1 through 14.

Another Dud For Dudley 

Comedian Dudley Moore has certainly had his share 
of bad luck lately. Besides starring in the sickeningly 
sappy Six Weeks, he now has the misfortune of appear¬ 
ing in the lifeless romantic comedy entitled Lovesick. 

Moore plays Dr. Saul Benjamin, a middle-aged 
psychiatrist who falls in love with a new patient named 
Chloe (Elizabeth McGovern). Chloe is a young 
playwright who's not only having trouble handling 
newly come success, but also with her roommate, a 
snobby actor. But, never fear, the good doctor is there 
to comfort this young woman (and in more ways than 
one). 

However, Benjamin's form of therapy gets him into 
trouble. Not only is he married, but his fellow 
psychiatrists are out to have his license revoked 
because he became romantically involved with a pa¬ 
tient. 

And whenever his emotions get the better of him, 
Benjamin is paid a visit by the ghost of Sigmund Freud 
(Alec Guinness), who lectures Benjamin on the trials 
and tribulations of his profession. 

Lovesick is about as daring and exciting as a game 
of Old Maid. Although romantic comedies such as this 
don't require earthshaking conflicts, director-writer 
Marshall Brickman (Simon) creates such a carefree 
mood that the film grows boring. Granted, lightweight 
comedies usually have happy endings, but Brickman 
fails to give Lovesick the slightest bit of dramatic ten¬ 
sion; if an atom bomb went off during this picture, 
most of the characters wouldn't bat an eye because 
they behave in such a nonchalant manner. 

The scene which best illustrates Lovesick’s breezy 
quality is the one in which Benjamin tells his wife that 
he's in love with Chloe. Not only does he inform her 
that he's found a new love interest, but she drops a 
bomb on him - she's also having an affair. Although 
this gives him an excuse for leaving her and staying 
with Cloe, Benjamin's initial reaction to learning 
about his wife's infidelity resembles that of a well- 
behaved child who's denied something that he or she 
wants. 

What I find ironic is that Moore is adept at playing 
characters who've been struck by Cupid's arrow. In 10, 
Arthur, and even Six Weeks, Moore is charming in his 
own klutzy way, and you believe that he is in love with 
the women he's chasing. But in Lovesick, he just goes 
through the motions of being the-older-man-who-falls- 
for-the-younger-woman; Moore strolls through his role 
as if he wishes he wasn't in the film to begin with. 

McGovern (Ordinary People, Ragtime) does a better 
job in her role, but since she's playing mamby-pamby, 
cupcake character, not even her dynamic and jovial 
personality can made Chloe interesting enough to 
watch and care for. 

Fortunately, the film is given some spirit by Guinness 
as Freud's ghost. With his witty speech and man¬ 
nerisms, he is able to supply most of the movie's few 
laughs. 

While Lovesick does provide a cure for its main 
characters, it also provides us with a remedy for insom-

Contact Lens Wearing/ 
Getting Proper Care 

A key to successful contact lens wear lies in finding 
the right person to prescribe them. This can insure a 
"bright future for your eyes." 

In a Save Your Vision Week (March 6-12) message, 
Robert Vanderhoof of Agawam Opticians said the U.S. 
Food and Drug Administration has found improper fit¬ 
ting as a major cause of contact lens difficulties. 

To avoid this, he suggested seeking out an op¬ 
tometrist who specializes in contacts or does a great 
deal of contact lens prescribing. Ask contact lens 
wearers about their optometrists or check with the 
local or state optometric association. 

Before making an examination appointment, find 
out if the doctor of optometry prescribes all types of 
contacts - hard, soft, oxygen-permeable and extended- 
wear lenses. 

Everyone's eyes are different, Vanderhoof said, and 
a lens type that works for one person may not be right

Large Pension Funds 

Buy real estate for your IRA or Keogh Plan? Fund a 
college education by purchasing real estate? 

Most investors would reject these notions from the 
start. After all, how much real estate can you purchase 
with $2,000 worth of IRA money? And who wants the 
hassle of collecting rents, paying mortgages and being 
responsible for maintenance? 

For several years, large pension funds have been cir¬ 
cumventing these inconveniences and investing in real 
estate by way of real estate limited partnerships. Such 
an arrangement leaves the details of property selection 
and management to a general partner, who has exper¬ 
tise in real estate. Unlike many real estate limited part¬ 
nerships, those partnerships purchased for retirement 
plans are designed for maximum cash yield and max¬ 
imum appreciation, rather than high tax write-offs. 

Now these same partnerships are available to in¬ 
dividual investors for use in their private retirement 
plans as well as for use as an alternative to high 
yielding corporate bonds in education funds. 

Typically, the general partner will choose commer¬ 
cial properties such as office buildings and mini¬ 
warehouses to buy for the partnership. In contrast to 
other real estate partnerships, these properties are pur¬ 
chased on a cash basis, using no leverage, taking on 
little or no mortgage payments. The general partner 
los>ks for buildings with high occupancy rates and a 
proven record of cash flow from the existing leases. At 
some point in the future, the partnership will sell the 
properties, hopefully at a profit, and distribute the 
gains to the limited partner investor. Keep in mind that 
a tax qualified plan such as a pension fund, Keogh or , 
IRA pays no taxes on the income generated or profits 
earned from the sale of the properties. 

What should an investor look for in a partnership of 
this type? Certainly the general partner's track record is 
a key. Also, how long does the partnership plan to keep 
the properties before selling them? And what is the pro¬ 
jected return on investment? What types of properties 
are being purchased and in what part of the country 
are they located? 

As in all investments there are risks involved: poor 
management, falling real estate values and location 
choice can affect the investment return. In the long 
run, total returns derived from this type of investment 
can be substantial. Typically, an income oriented real 
est ate partnership yeilds 15 - 18% annual return. _ 

for another. Consumers should have all lens options 
available to them. 

Likewise, be sure the optometrist prescribes lenses 
from a number of manufacturers and not just one or 
two. There are many manufacturers of soft lenses, for 
example, and their lenses vary. One may be better than 
another for a particular person. 

Vanderhoof also advised consumers to find out in 
advance how long the initial examination will take (it 
averages 30 to 60 minutes) and what the fee covers. It 
should include a thorough examination, lenses, lens 
care and handling instructions and a specified number 
of follow-up office visits. /

may come from cash you have in the bank, it may 
come from the cash value of life insurance, it may 
come from a T.S.A. It does not make any difference 
what the sources of those funds are as long as, coming 
together at the time of your retirement, they will pro¬ 
duce an income allowing you to retire on 50 to 75% of 
what you are currently earning. 

Stage two of the program is personal real estate, 
such as, a home or condominium.

Included in this category are investments, oil and 
gas drilling programs, venture capital, commercial real 
estate. Included also in this category is anything highly 
speculative, commodities, short term highly 
speculative stocks, because if you lose money here, 
Uncle Sam is going to pick up most of the loss or a 
good part of the loss. If you make money, there are 
ways to shelter the profits. 

This, basically is o very quick outline of what I con¬ 
sider to be o very sound approach to a financial pro¬ 
gram. Generally, does it moke sense to you? (Yes, it 
does).

- lane - sidewalk - or square, having been dedicated, ac¬ 
cepted and open to public use - How is it that the ad¬ 
ministration and Councilor Gallano read into the 
above - sewers? - Do you? - Councilors? 

Councilor Gallano also stated - "the policy has been 
established and we should stick to it" - I agree, policy 
has been set - the policy is and has been to budget for 
the cost of sewers - and bond for the cost of larger pro¬ 
jects - that is how all our sewers have been built and we 
should continue to build them with the same policy

Talking about Death 
with Children 


Basic Skills Comm. 
Upgrades Writing 
Standards For Grade 8 

By Joanne Brown 

The School Department's Basic Skills Committee has 
upgraded standards required of eighth graders in 
writing competency. Upon the recommendation of 
teachers involved with holistic scoring of past writing 
samples, the Basic Skills Committee adopted the new 
standard at a meeting on March 3rd and the School 
Committee approved these standards at their March 
8th meeting. 

Beginning with testing this spring, eighth graders 
will be required to earn a.minimum holistic score of 4 
out of a possible 8 in writing a business letter and a 3 
out of 8 on an essay. The former standard was an 
average of 3 from the two writing samples. Officials 
emphasized that these are the minimum acceptable 
standards only and that all students will constantly be 
urged to do better. 


AJHS Schedules 
Parents' Night 

The second Parents' Night of the year at Agawam 
Junior High School will be held on Monday, March 
14th, from 7 to 9 p.m. Parents of students who appear 
to be having difficulty with subjects are encouraged to 
avail themselves of the opportunity to discuss pro¬ 
blems with teachers. 

Parents are asked to be certain that their children in¬ 
form them of their teachers' room numbers. Room 
secretaries will be available to assist parents 
throughput the building. 

Also, because a large turnout is expected during the 
evening, it is necessary that parents and teachers limit 
their conferences to a maximum of five minutes. If 
more time is needed, parents are asked to schedule in¬ 
dividual appointments for another time. 


Educators at the meeting felt that continuing to use 
the average score of 3 could result in students who 
would either be unable to write a business letter with 
proper form or be unable to construct a coherent short 
paragraph. 

Assistant Superintendent of Schools Paul Tatro, 
chairman of the committee, noted that about 45 more 
students would have failed writing competency last 
year had the new standard been in effect. However, he 
added that he expects fewer than that now due to a 
heavier emphasis which has been placed on writing 
this year. 

"Writing should be an ongoing part of all course 
work throughout the year, and we have asked teachers 
to put heavy emphasis in this particular area this 
year," Tatro remarked. 

He reported that remediating the 16 eighth-graders 
who failed to achieve minimum competency in writing 
last year has been done within individual classrooms 
by regular English teachers. These students will be 
retested this spring along with all current eighth 
graders. 

* * * * * 

In addition to approving the upward revision of 
eighth grade writing competency, the committee also 
corrected an error in the wording on paper for the 
minimum requirement for reading competency at the 
grade two level. 

Tatro indicated that a mix-up in the use of the term 
percentage rather than percentile caused a raw score 
requirement to be much higher than the committee had 
actually asked. In recommending that the requirement 
be corrected on paper, he pointed out that the actual 
scoring process done last year was based on the cor¬ 
rect standard established. 

No change in standard was recommended. Students 
are currently expected to perform at their exact grade 
level when tested; that is, 2.8. Tatro declared that only 
four second-graders had failed to achieve minimum 
competency in reading last year. 

Revision of a similar error in asking for percentage 
instead of percentile was also corrected for reading 
and for math minimums on the grade four level. Again, 
Tatro noted that in spite of the written requirement, ac¬ 
tual scoring on the tests last year was performed using 
the true standard. 

Added to minimum competency testing procedures 
required this spring in grades two, four, and eight will 
be listening tests as requested by the state.

AHS Skiers Place Well in Division C & B

In a sport of downhill motion, the Agawam High ski 
team has made upward strides this season under se¬ 
cond year coach Paul Bachini. 

The 16-member boys team led by All Western Mass 
senior Tom Gonet finished second in the Division C 
standings, just two points behind frontrunner West Spr¬ 
ingfield. Meanwhile, the 11-skier girls' squad captain¬ 
ed by senior Lori Bartnik placed fourth in Division B, 
and came on to grab second in their season finale in 
the slalom. 

At the league tournament, one Agawam skier, Heidi 
Nachtigall, placed second, drawing rave reviews from 
Bachini and from her teammates. (More about Heidi 
later in this article). 

Gonet, Joe Liberatore, Peter Borello and Allen Nof- 
tall were Agawam's top boy entrants at last Friday's 
League Individual Championship at Berkshire East in 
Charlemont, and have qualified for the state tourney 
on March 9. 

Gonet has taken five of seven individual honors 
'against divisional opponents this season and Bachini 
rates him equally adept in both the slalom and giant 
slalom. The slalom which has more gates, requires 
precise technique. The giant slalom, with fewer gates, 
allows a skier like Gonet to go all out for speed. While 
Gonet and Liberatore have been racing together since 
they were sophomores, Borello, also a senior, has im¬ 
proved quite a bit during his first year on the team, 
says Bachini. Noftall, a junior, is called "a good 
technical skier with a lot of athletic talent." Like many 
of his mates, he has interesting outside interests - he's 
a folk singer and guitarist. Other seniors who com¬ 
peted for the Brownies this year include Matts Karlson, 
Alan Badone, Ed Taupier, and Al Dudley. 

Karlson, an exchange student from Sweden, has 
been a fine addition to the team, with a few finishes in 
the top four. Bachini quips, "We're lucky to have an ex¬ 
change student from a country that has snow" (though 
Karlson has used rented equipment all season.) 

Bachini is looking for big things next year from 
juniors Dave Barna, Roger Gonet (Tom's younger 
brother), Tom Hanson, Tom Sunstrom and Mike 
Longo. Add up and coming sophomores Jay Davis, 
Mike DeMichelle, and Steve Cieboter, and you've got 
one heck of a bumper crop ready to be harvested in 
coming winters. 


The girls' squad is a spirited one consisting of four 
seniors, two juniors, three sophomores, and two 
freshmen. Bartnik is a three-year vet who excels in the 
slalom and picked up two thirds, three fourths, and one 
fifth place finish this season. As captain, Bartnik ac¬ 
cepted a bet from Bachini that if the girls could win a 
second in the final match, the coach would buy them a 
pizza. With that kind of prize on the line, the girls came 
through with extra spice. Perhaps the most consistent 
skiing on the girls' squad was provided by Agawam's 
second exchange student, Heidi Nachtigall from West 
Germany. Heidi finished third in the girls division in the 
regular season to complement her second in the tour¬ 
nament. Like Karlson, she surprisingly discovered that 
Agawam had a ski team, and also had to use rented 
equipment, a hindrance for any competitive skier. But 
that didn't stop her from qualifying for the state 
tourney. "She enjoys the giant slalom because she 
goes faster, but I think she's better in the slalom," 
Bachini says. He added, "Heidi is a very polite, friendly 
girl and I've enjoyed having her on the team." 

The remaining seniors, Karen Agusti and Debby 
Beauregard, were each first year competitors "who 
were coerced by Lori into joining the team" Bachini 
mused. "But they both did real good jobs and they 
finished nearly every race." Junior Lisa Laudato is 
rated among the top four skiers on the team, and 
Bachini hopes for a injury free season next winter from 
classmate Kim Farrar, who smashed her knee in a tum¬ 
ble in the first match in January. 

Paula Taupier heads up the sophomore trio that in¬ 
cludes "Bopsie twins" Pam Beele and Carol Juliano. 
Taupier doubles as captain of the junior varsity 
cheerleaders, but "when she makes meets, she was our 
number three skier" said Bachini. Rounding out the 
girls' squad this season were freshmen Carrie Shevey 
and Dawn Donatini, whom the coach believes will 
blossom in the future. 

Bachini has to give credit to his skiers for keeping 
the program afloat. The school only picks up the cost 
of lift tickets, thus the team must pay the entire 
transportation load. To rent a bus to Berkshire East for 
their seven meets (a 120 mile round trip) and for prac¬ 
tices at Mt. Tom, these athletes had to raise $1400 to 
make it through the season. They did it by hustling 
around town selling raffle tickets. "These are very 
great kids. Many of them are honor students who are 
going to go someplace. The town should be very proud 
of them," Bachini says.

When a hockey team enters the playoffs with a 
12-2-5 mark, it usually has its share of headline-getters 
or white-chippers, the ones everyone looks to for the 
big goal or a key save. 

For Agawam High School, receiving the banner 
headlines have been, for the most part.
